The following interview is wit h the Anarchist Black Cross 
group from Bradford in an aim to give more and to spread info 
-mation about the activities of the Bradford A.B.C. group and 
the actions of the Anarchist Black Cross in general,for more 
information on getting involed/offering support,or in finding 
out about contacting your local group etc,there's a list of 
addresses at the end of the interview.London A.B.C. and the 
Northern A.B.C. addresses will provide you with information 
on more local A.B.C. groups in and around your area. 

FIRST OFF ALL CAN YOU EXPLAIN WHAT THE ANARCHIST BLACK CROSS 
IS?AND ALSO WHEN AND WHERE THE ORGANISATION ORIGINATED FROM? 
The A.B.C. is a prisoner support network.In Bradford we supp¬ 
ort anarchist and other political/class struggle prisoners, 
anti-Poll Tax prisoners and other people imprisoned for dire¬ 
ct actions who want our support.We believe the A.B.C. origin¬ 
ates in Russia from before the 1917 revolution and was revit¬ 
alised in the 60s around Stuart Christie and Albert Meltzer. 

HOW AND WHEN DID THE BRADFORD A.B.C. GROUP COME T0GETHER7H0W 
MANY PEOPLE ARE THERE INVOLED7AND WHAT KIND OD RESPONCE AND 
SUPPORT DO YOU GET FROM PEOPLE?Bradford A.B.C. has been an on 
and off affair over the years,the present incarnation having 
been together for some 18 months.There's about three of us in 
voled.There isn't much responce from the "general public'' but 
when called upon there's good support from sympathisers in 
Bradford,and the feedback we get from prisoners we're in tou¬ 
ch with is enough to convince us that what we do is well 
worth continuing with. 

CAN YOU TELL US ABOUT THE WORK THE BRADFORD A.B.C. GROUP DOES 
TO SUPPORT THE STRUGGLES OF POLITICAL/CLASS STRUGGLE PRISONE- 
RS?AND ALSO THE KIND OF ACTIVITIES THAT THE BLACK CROSS IN 
GENERAL DO TO HELP PRISONERS?For the most part its a case of 
looping up regular correspondances,for example with Robert 
Taylor (framed),Kenny Carter (complete stich-up),Winston Sil- 
cott (ex-Tottenham 3,still inside),etc.It's an important 
boost to these prisoners' resolve and morale to know they've 
got supporters in the outside world.Then there's raising 
money for support funds/campaigns,leafletting and picketting, 
visisting prisoners etc.How much work individual groups can 
put in varies depending on the number of people,the time and 
energy they've got etc.

A.B.C. is involed in BLAST but individuals are of course inv- 
oled in various different projects(aren't we all?)B.A.N. has 
been held up by a lack of support/interest and an inability 
at present to sustain such a project-no time 1 Bradford A.B.C. 
does put on a bookstall at the linl2 Club to raise a bit of 
money at some events.Then there's the No Strangeways Scape- 
Goats Campaign,which is an attempt to highlight the judicial 
system's efforts to conceal a basically flawed prison system, 
by putting all the blame for the Strangeways uprising on the 
inmates. 


EMERGENCY RESPONSE 
NETWORK 

The ERN is a structure ,set up by the ABC 
in 1989 , to help prisoners as (juickly as 
possible. For example, if a prisoner is 
being roughed up by screws, denied medic¬ 
al treatment etc, then people within the 
network will receive the news by phone. 
From there, actions can be organised to 
publicise the prisoner's pl-ight. The work 
of the ERN involves phone blockades ot 
embassies and pi isons( in the case ot a:i 
overseas prisoner, this could also include 
businesses), leaf letting, or direct actkn 
depending on what is a[ipiajpr i.ite . Ihe I’.ilN 
has proved to be successful, as screws 
and prison bosses will attack prisoners 


IS long as they can get away with it. Our 
work CAN be a thorn in their sides. 

Through international pressure and the ERN 
screws in the USA were forced to lay off 
the beating of John Perotti (prisoners 
organiser/lawyer). Two Greek prisoners were 
freed earlier this year (they were on a 
death strike, having been framed as Anar¬ 
chists by the pigs). In the case of a pris¬ 
oner being denied medical attention, suff¬ 
icient pressure can result in the author¬ 
ities backing down. In one such case. Dr. 
Alan Berkman, who has cancer, was being 
refused essential help by the prison boss¬ 
es. He is probably alive now because he 
was able to self-diagnose the cancer. 


HOW DOES THE BRADFORD A.B.C. GROUP FIND OUT ABOUT RECENT PRI¬ 
SONERS THAT ARE SENTENCED/CHARGED?AND HOW DOES THE GROUP 
DECIDE WHICH PRISONERS TO SUPPORT AND WHAT KIND OF SUPPORT 
THE PRISONER NEEDS ie:VISITS,MAIL,FINANCIAL AND MATERIAL AID, 
POLITICAL LITERATURE,ETC?The A.B.C. approaches each prisoners 
case as it comes and it's down to individual groups/persons 
who they support and they feel they can best support them.Of¬ 
ten prisoners contact the A.B.C. themselves.The general grape 
vine is also frequently a source of new cases-personal 
contacts,various groups contacting one another,even mainstre¬ 
am media reports e.g. Albert Drysden. 
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HOW DOES THE GROUP FINANCE THE PROJECTS?ie:PRINTING COSTS FOR 
THE NEWSLETTER DISTRIBUTION COSTS,ETC,AND HAS THE LACK OF 
FINANCIAL SUPPORT CAUSED PROBLEMS FOR THE GROUPPAs mentioned 
the bookstall raises some money,as do collections but often 
we just have to pay out of our own pockets if we want someth¬ 
ing done-generally being poor this does limit us somewhatl 
There's also a benefit tape available now if you could maybe 
give it a plug somewherel!. 

HOW DO PEOPLE GO ABOUT GETTING INVOLED WITH A.B.C.PAND ALSO 
FINDING OUT IF THEY HAVE A LOCAL GROUP OR MAYBE EVEN STARTING 
A GROUP THEMSELVESPA.B.C. group contact addresses can be 
found on all publications,pamphlets,bulletins,leaflets,etc, 
and any interest is always welcome.Groups tend to be small 
but are keen for more people to get involed so as to expand 
activities.Sheffield A.B.C.(PO Box 446,Sheffield,SI lNY),are 
the Northern A.B.C. contact and will put people in touch with 
their nearest local group in the north,as well as supplying 
information/help with starting a group.A safe address for re¬ 
ceiving mail is a start. 

FINALLY IS THERE ANYMORE DETAILS OR ANYTHING ELSE YOU WANT TO 
ADDPThe A.B.C. plays an important role and often is the only 
link to the outside world for prisoners that no-one else car¬ 
es about,or has time for or believes in,or that have just 
been forgotten about.Remember they're in there for us and 
we're out here for them.Bradford A.B.C. can be contacted c/o 
31 Manor Row,Bradford,BDl 4PS.UK.
